To those same people I may appear as a young,inexperienced ,opin- 
lonated man who has entered the ministry as a profession ,come to 
Alaska because the salaries SEEM to be higher and trying to make 
things uncomfortable for those who have PROVEN themselves faithful in 
the work. I do not know how much you may know.of my past ,but suf- 
fice it to say I left much more)than: [T.ever expect «to gev in the min- 
Lstry,as far as material things are concerned ,worked and borrowed my 
way through the regular course in seminary ,and came to Hoonah after © 
hearing your lecture in seminary chapel,because no one else would 


come. I refused,when at Juneau last.Summer ,at least four times as 
much as I am now receiving, without a moments consideration » because 
I thought I was, needed in the ministry. All this would sound very 


much like boasting if 1t were not simply to show that I am not in vthe 
Ministry for "revenue ouly"and not obliged tO remain on account of 
any such selfish motives.
